The pros 
pect is not a happy one from any 
and while all may not agree with Dr 
nell that Britain is “the worst-fed 
in western Eufope, including Germany,” 
still there can be no doubt that the United 
Kingdom is passing through a very strin 
gent time. 

It is difficult for us at this distance to 
assess the impact of strict rationing on 
the British resident.- Dr. Bicknell speaks 
of “piteously thin shop girls” and “under- 
sized, debilitated children,” but on the other 
hand, theré are those who say that British 
health has been:improved on the average 
as a result of better distribution of food, 
including provision of milk for school 
children.
